There is no doubt that pressure 
is being put on the Wheat Board 
to cut the price of Canadian wheat. 
This may take an intangible form 
but nevertheless the feeling is 
present in some quarters that in 
view of the large supplies of wheat 
in the world today, prices should go 
down. The wheat producers’ wages 
come from wheat, however, and a 
cut in price is a cut in wages. 
costs of operation are high and 
show little stgn of declining. 

If Canada undertakes a ‘wheat 
war” with the United States this 
country cannot win and the farmers 
here will be the main sufferers. 
The United States has 800 million 
bushels of surplus wheat, with a 
new crop coming on. That country 
is prepared to give away a substan- 
tial proportion of its wheat surlus- 
es with the taxpayers of the nation 
footing the bill. 

If wheat prices slide in Canada 
the purchasing power of farmers 
would be impaired and that group 
furnishes a market for a substantial 
proportion of this nation’s indust- 
rial production. Curtailed farm 
buyng power is now responsible for 
unemployment in implement fac- 
tories in Eastern Canada. 

When farmers’ revenues decline, 
unemployment spreads throughout 
the whole nation. Families cannot 
purchase meat and dairy products 
when the fathers are unemployed 
and the nation’s economy starts a 
downhill course. 

The surplus wheat problem in 
Canada is not due to lack of sales. 
The Wheat Board in recent years 
has sold record volumes of grain 
exports which have been away 
above the long-time average. The 
trouble as been caused by super- 
abundance production. Farmers 
have turned out too much wheat for 
their own welfare. They are now 
being threatened with a financial 
penalty for being so productive.
